Gold,  silver  and  lead,  by  crucible  method  ; 

Gold  and  silver,  by  scorification  method. 

Wet  assays — 

Copper,  by  electrolitic,  gravimetric,  colormetric  and 
volumetric  (cyanide  or  other  approved)  methods. 

Iron,  by  volumetric  and  gravimetric  methods. 
Nickel,  by  electrolitic  method. 

Lead,  lime,  zinc,  sulphur  and  silica,  by  any  ap- 
proved methods. 


Entrance  for  Examination.

A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon 
payment  of  the  prescribed  fee,  be  issued  to  each  suc- 
cessful candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be  considered 
as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in  British  Columbia  ; 
and  notice  is  hereby  given  that,  after  the  first  day  of 
March,  1901,  only  those  holding  such  certificate  of 
proficiency  or  licence  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  assayers 
in  this  Province,  under  penalty,  as  provided  by  the 
Act.

Examiners  shall  be  appointed  without  salary,  but 
shall  be  allowed  hotel  and  travelling  expenses,  whert 
called  upon  to  act  as  Examiner-s,  and  shall  be  entrtled 
to  receive  without  fee  a certificate,  as  provided  in  the

While  the  Department  of  Mirres  will  provide  all  the 
appai-atus  and  chemicals  usually  necessary,  it  will  not

Rule  59. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  -Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thmg  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

Law,  1890,’  or  any  amending  b3’-law,  shall  not  apply 
to  leases  of  corporate  property  upon  Lulu  Island,  nor 
to  leases  of  corporate  property  east  of  a line  fourteen 
chains,  more  or  less,  east  of  Water  Lot  54,  as  shown 
on  the  official  plan  or  survey  of  the  said  City,  said  line 
being  a prolongation  of  a line  defining  the  easterly 
boundary  of  Lot  14,  Pleasure  Grounds,  Lot  M ; pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  herein  contained,  or  con- 
tained in  any  clause  of  the  ‘Corporate  Leases  By-Law, 
1890,’  and  amending  by-laws,  shall  be  taken  or  con- 
strued to  mean  that  the  said  Council  shall  bo  i)ro- 
hibited  from  imposing  such  conditions  as  may  be 
deemed  proper  and  necessary  in  the  public  interest 
with  respect  to'an\f  lease  east  of  the  line  herein  des- 
cribed.” 

2.  This  bj'-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Corporate  Leases 
Amendment  By-Law,  1899,  No.  2.”

TTUHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  amend  the  “Lulu 
\V  Isknd  Lands  By-Law,  1891,”  so  as  to  make 
better  provision  for  the  leasing  of  the  said  lands  : 
Therefore,  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 

City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  Sub-section  (2)  of  section  3 of  the  said  by-law  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “eight,” 
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in  the  first  line  thereof,  and  substituting  therefor  tliel 
word  “five.” 

2.  Any  lease  granted  in  pursuance  of  tlie  “ Lulu 
Island  Lands  By-Law,  1891,”  as  amended  by  this  by- 
law, may  contain  a provision  for  the  granting  of  a 
rebate  of  such  portion  of  the  rent  due  and  payable 
under  such  lease,  as  the  Council  shall,  by  resolution, 
direct,  but  no  such  rebate  shall  be  granted  after  the 
expiration  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  lease. 

3.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Lulu  Island 
Lands  Amendment  By-Law,  1899.” 

4.  This  by-law,  before  the  final  passing  thereof, 
shall  receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  Corpo- 
ration, in  the  manner  provided  by  the  “ New  West- 
minster Act,  1888,”  and  amending  Acts.

1899. 

A Jii/-Lair  to  jtroriile  for  the  Oorroir'uif/  of  tnoney  Jov 
the  purpose  of  the  Corporation  upon  security  of  the 
uniutid  tuxes  for  the  year  IHUS  und precious  years. 
■T^THEREAS  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New 

VV  Westminster  is  indebted  in  the  sura  of  .'|53,o00, 
or  thereabouts,  on  two  several  judgments  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  British  Columbia,  entered  on  or  about 
the  20th  day  of  December,  1898,  in  two  certain  actions, 
wherein  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia  is  plaintiff  and 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  is 
defendant  ; 

And  whereas  the  Corporation  is  unable  to  pay  the 
said  indebtedness  for  the  reason  that  the  full  amount 
of  taxes  levied  by  the  Corporation  for  the  year  1898 
and  previous  years,  has  not  been  paid  ; 

And  whereas  said  arrears  of  taxes  due  the  Corpo- 
ration for  the  year  1898  and  previous  years  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  S78,000,  or  thereabouts  : 

And  whereas  by  section  (19)  nineteen  of  the  “New 
Westminster  Relief  Act,  1899,”  the  Coi-poration  is 
authorised  to  borrow  or  raise  money  for  any  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Corporation  upon  the  security  of  the 
unpaid  taxes  for  the  year  1898  and  previous  year.s, 
upon  the  conditions  set  out  in  said  section  (19)  nineteen : 

And  whereas  the  Corporation  is  desirous  of  meeting 
its  obligations  under  said  judgments,  • nd  for  such  pin - 
poses  of  borrowing  money  under  said  action  (19)  nine- 
teen : 

And  whereas  tlie  Bank  of  Montr  I is  willing  to 
advance  the  sum  aforesaid ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  .Municipal  Cm  jil  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New  Westiti  .ster  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1.  The  Corporation  is  hereby  autlion  to  borrow 
a sum  not  exceeding  .$03,500,  or  thereab  *^rom  the 


Bank  of  Montreal,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Corporation  in  respect  of  the  judg- 
ments hereinbefore  recited,  upon  the  security  of  the 
unpaid  taxes  of  the  Corporation  for  the  year  1898  and 
previous  years.  Such  sum  of  money  so  to  be  borrowed 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  shall  be  repaid  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1901. 

2.  The  Corporation  may,  by  writing,  under  the  seal 
of  the  Corporation,  assign  by  way  of  mortgage  to  said 
Bank  of  Montreal,  or  otherwise  create  a charge  upon, 
with  alt  needful  powers,  all  the  unpaid  taxes  levied  by 
the  Corporation  for  the  year  1898  and  previous  years 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  repayment  to  the  Bank 
of  Montreal  the  said  sum  of  .$53,500,  or  thereabouts, 
with  interest  thereon  as  herein  provided. 

3.  The  Corporation  shall  deposit,  or  cause  to  be 
deposited,  from  time  to  time  as  collected,  all  moneys 
collected  in  respect  of  the  taxes  thereby  mortgaged, 
in  a special  account  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  at  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  or  as  the  said  bank  shall 
direct,  and  such  moneys  so  deposited  shall  not,  while 
any  portion  of  the  said  sum  so  to  be  borrowed,  and 
interest  thereon,  or  any  part  thereof,  remains  unpaid, 
be  withdrawn  from  said  special  account  except  in  pay- 
ment of  such  sum  so  to  be  borrowed,  and  interest.
